The U.S. Ist Army opened the 
attack about twelve miles south- 
east of Aachen at 9.30 a.m. yester- 
day. They gained several hundred 
vards in the early stages and, by 
last night, had driven forward in 
places from one to two miles, 


General Hodges’s troops first laid 
down a heavy artillery barrage 
shortly after dawn. Then they 
climbed out of their slit trenches 
and began moving forward through 
the pine forests. 

Fighting almost like men blindfolded 

through the thick, lofty trees, the 
Americans succeeded eventually in 
lrawing into open country. 


Throughout the day the troops 
stormed earthen defences and 
pill-boxes with hand grenades. 
[he attack was still going on 
strongly last night. Heavy fog 
hung over the front in the early 
part of the day. 


An attack was also launched by 
U.S. 3rd Army infantry fourteen 
miles north-east of Nancy yester- 
day morning, and the Germans 
were cleared from the small towns 
of Abaucourt and Letricourt. 

The Germans were also driven 
from positions on the River Seille, 
a tributary of the Moselle. General 
Patton's troops now command 
crossings over the Seille. 

Thunderbolts bombed a dam on 
the Rhine Canal 33 miles east of 
Nancy. Direct hits on the dam 
and its locks with 1,000 pound 
bombs were claimed. ' 


“Savage” Battle 


For Island 


After two days of savage fight- 
ing on Walcheren Island, British 
commandos were reported last night 
in Flushing. 

Another commando force, thrust- 
ing south-east from West Kapelle, 
on the west coast, 
lande. Other advances have been 
made to the north-east of West 
Kapelle. + 0% 

The Canadians jabbing into the 
eastern side of Walcheren, over the 
causeway from South Beveland, 
were counter-attacked in their 
bridgehead, and forced back on to 
the causeway. They attacked again 
behind heavy gun support, and re- 
gained their foothold on the island. 

The Canadians have been engaged 
here in a savage ding-dong battle 
for the past 36 hours. This is some 
of the bloodiest fighting since the 
Normandy campaign. The causeway 
is raked day and night by fire from 
88 mm.s, mortars, machine-guns and 
small arms. 


DIVE-BOMBED

A Useful Work 


That the report was a useful piece 
of work well done; that it might 
disappoint the impatient; but that it 
would win the suffrages of the wise, 
who cannot be expected to welcome 
plans for the salvation of society 
which seem rather adapted to pre- 
cipitate disaster.

The Leuna synthetic oil 
plant at Merseburg is one of Ger- 
many’s largest plants. 

In the afternoon, R.A.F. bombers 
attacked the synthetic oil plant at 
Homberg, in the Ruhr. 

A strong force of Allied bombers 
attacked the industrial and railway 
centre of Oberhausen, in the Ruhr, 
a British Air Ministry communiqué 
stated yesterday. Three German air- 
craft were destroyed. — 

According to Canadian Air Force 
Headquarters the attack on Ober- 
hausen was an all-Canadian affair. 

Soon after dark last night more 
than 1,000 aircraft of Bomber Com- 
mand were over Western Germany, 
with Dusseldorf as the main target, 
states the British Air Ministry News 
Service. It was the heaviest attack 
yet made on this objective, the 
administrative capital of the Ruhr.

In storming Budapest Marshal 
Malinovsky will not face the prob- 
lems which the Red Army met at 
Belgrade, states Reuter’s correspon- 
dent. Unlike the capital of Yugo- 
Slavia, the more important part of 
Buda is on the east bank of the 
Danube, and crossing the river itself 
can be deferred until the final phase 
of the battle, unless the Hungarians 
stage their own private surrender 
before then, which seems unlikely. 

The Soviet advance is being 
covered by a powertu air screen. 

“The great battle now raging at 
the approaches to Budapest,” 
repo von Olberg, another 
German commentator, “ is still in the 
balance.” 

The Soviet communiqué said that 
north and west of the Hungarian 
town of Nyireghaza Russian troops 
yesterday cleared the left bank of 
the River Tisza and captured the 
Hungarian town of Budszentmihaly 
(17 miles west of Nyireghaza). In 
the Budapest direction the important 
town and railway station of Nagy- 
koros (10 miles north-east of 


Kecskemet) was captured, as well 
as a. number of other inhabited 
localities. 

“During November Ist our troops 
took prisoner between the rivers 
Danube and Tisza 2,000 Germans 
and: Hungarians. Thus, up to

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SMALL NATIONS 


The immediate reason for the 
entry of Great Britain into the 


last World War was Germany’s | 


invasion of Belgium. From that 
moment on, and particularly after 
the adherence of the United 
States to the cause of the 
Entente, the rights of small 
nations became the most 
widely-advertised of the Allies’ 
war aims. During the present 
struggle less has been heard 
about the rights of small 
nations. This time it ‘was the 
invasion of Poland that caused 
the British—and, incidentally, the 


rt-.| French—to declare war against 


the German Reich; and Poland, 
with her considerable population 
4nd substantial resources, hardly 
could be classed among the 
“small” Powers. Nevertheless, 
from the very outset it has been 
obvious that this war will have 
been waged in vain if the 
resultant settlement does not pro- 
vide in some way for the 
indefeasible right of the small 
nations, numerically -weak and 
lacking industrial strength, to 
carry on their individual ways of 
life without fear of aggression 
from their more powerful neigh- 
bours. Indeed, it is not too much 
to say that the touchstone of the 
winning Powers’ sincerity will be 
the way in which they deal with 
small countries when the war is 
over. The subject was discussed 
on Wednesday night at the open- 
ing meeting of the Historical 
Society in Trinity College, Dublin. 
The Auditor was fortunate, 
inasmuch as his “ platform” 
included Mr. Eamon de Valera 
and Dr. Jan Masaryk, son of the 
founder of the Czechoslovak 
State, who also was one of the 
greatest democrats of modern 
times. The Taoiseach did not 
seem to be very, hopeful about 
the future. In his view, there 
can be no real guarantee of world 
peace in the absence of a 
“World State,” which would 
include every nation, great and 
small. Such a State would be 
served by an international police 
force which would deal with 
potential aggressors as a civil 
police force deals with the man 
who breaks a shop window. It 
is a grandiose concept, reminis- 
cent of Tennyson’s “ Federation 
of the world”; but Mr. de 
Valera is sufficiently realistic in 
his outlook to recognise its utter 
impracticability. Dr. Masaryk 
was not so gloomy as the 
Taoiseach. He holds that the 
small nations have much to con- 
tribute to the common cause of 
civilisation; but that they must 
depend more and more upon 
spiritual, rather than upon 
material, values. Small nations, 
in his opinion, can survive and 
add their quotas to the sum of 
human happiness. Dr. Masaryk 
believes, however, . that for 
practical purposes they must, in 
the nature of things, attach 
themselves to larger units. Mr. 
de Valera argued that the original 
idea of the League of Nations 
was preferable to the scheme that 
was being worked out at present, 
inasmuch as the latter, in effect, 
implied a form of dictatorship by 
the Great Powers. Dr. Masaryk 
said that the preponderant 
strength of the Great Powers, 
who were bearing the main burden 
of the present struggle, need not 
cause any concern to the small 
nations. 

The future of the small 
nations is a matter of the 
greatest interest to every good 
European. It is a problem com- 
plicated by all sorts of racial, 
national, economic and religious 
difficulties; but, if it is not solved, 
the outbreak of another World 
War will be merely a matter of 
time. There are many small 
nations in Europe—for the 
moment we will ignore our own. 
Some of them—such, for example, 
as Sweden and Norway—present 
no particular problem. They are 
homogeneous in respect of race, 
and largely in respect of religion. 
Their national independence 
virtually will guarantee itself in 
any reorganisation of European 
society. Others are altogether 
different; and Czechoslovakia is a 
case in point. Here, as in all 
the Balkan countries, the ugly 
business of racial minorities con- 
tinues to raise its head. The State 
that was founded—or rather 
resurrected—by Thomas Garrigue 
Masaryk had an extraordinarily 
mixed population. Apart from 
the Czechs, who formed the bulk 
of the people, and were in 
the ancient Hussite- tradition, 
there were Slovaks, Ruthenians, 
Magyars, and, above all, a large 
proportion of Germans who lived 
in what was known as the Sudeten 
territory. The main difference 
between the Czechs and. the 
Slovaks was a matter of 
religion. The Slovaks are 
Catholics; just as devout as the 
Poles. This difference also exists 
in Yugo-Slavia, where the Serbs 
belong mainly to the Orthodox 
Church, while the Croats are 
staunchly attached to Rome. 
Between the two wars all these 
small nations with minority 
problems suffered as a result of 
what might be described as over- 
centralisation. Everywhere the 
minorities had grievances, real or 
alleged, which were exploited to 
the utmost by rival groups of 
Great Powers. The Rumanians 
were accused of tyranny 
against the Magyars in Tran- 
sylvania. The Czechs were 
branded as persecutors not only 
of the Sudeten Germans, but also 
of the Hungarians in Slovakia, 
and even of the Slovaks them- 
selves. In Yugo-Slavia, where

Gael. The dilettante Milord na 
gCopaleen of Montmartre and the 
Nouvelle Athenes had gone—in his 
place, young, fiery, enthusiastic, 
with banner, bicycle, velour hat 
and Norfolk jacket stood Maol- 
muire mac giolla Ceapalluinn, uas., 
B.A., H. Dip. in Ed. Poor Moore— 
sweetest singer of the whole crowd, 
most authentic poetic voice in the 
whole damn history of the move- 
ment there is not in this wide 
world a valley so sweet—little did 
he realise the service he was render- 
ing his own dear land on that 
memorable night in King’s Bench 
Walk, September, 1894! 

Ah well, much water has flowed 
under the bridges since then— 
though the E.S.B. would be the last 
to admit it—and when the news- 
paper paragraph 1 mentioned 
started me dreaming of the rast, I 
realised with a start that half a 
century, no less, had gone between. 
Fifty years now separates me from 
the high hopes and promise of 
youth, the incorrigible gaiety of 
idealism. What did we not plan 
then for poor old Ireland! hat 
a future was to be hers. What 
a place we were to make for her 
among the nations, what dignities, 
what honours would on her fair 
head be showered! 

Im half tempted to ask—lI’m 
half tempted to ask was it 
worth it? What have we achieved? 
Have we made a job of it? Stands 
Kathleen where she did. For my 
part, men, I'll say nothing: age 
creeps on and acrimony among 
brothers is the last thing I wish to 
rovoke. But..... here is what 

saw in the paper : 

“ Motions were passed proposing 
that shopkeepers be compelled to 
disclay their names in Irish; that 
public servants be compelled to use 
the Irish version of their names; 
that the translation of names from 
Irish be prohibited; that T.D.s and 
Senators be asked to use their names 
in Irish; that an effort be made to 
give every town and street a Gaelic 
title, and that the Civil Service be 
completely Gaelicised. . . .” 

These then are the wishes of your 
admirable Gaelic League. Is it 
democracy .... or Damfoclecy? I 
note the following points quite 
privately: While tradespeople and 
the jacquerie-in-office are to be 
‘compelled’ to have Gaelic 
exteriors, “asking” only is con- 
templated where T.D.s and Senators 
are concerned. We have then a 
social hierarchy? What about those 
* Gaelic titles ' for towns and streets? 
Sir Ballagh O’Dereen, K.G.? Sir 
Billy Brophy? The Hon. Newtown- 
mountkennedy of Baltinglass? The 
Marquis of Elgin and Clyde Road, 
K.C.G.M.O.? Lord Westmoreland- 
street? Sir Cork Hill (Rowland’s 
brother)? Earlsfort Terris, Esq., 
J.P., D.L.? Colonel Custom House? 

I’m not too sure about you people 
of today. Some weeks ago P. S. 
made the point to me—l forget 
whether in conversation with me or 
in a letter to the paper—that people 
hostile to the historic language of 
this land always called it * Gaelic,’ 
not ‘Irish.’

DR. MASARYK LUNCHES 


WITH MR. DE VALERA 


At House, Dublin, yesterday, 
the teotseach, Mr. de Valera enter- 
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children, their eyes just on a level 
with the counter, staring at the big 
steaming pots on the stoves. There 
are old women, whose first action 
is to wrap their cold hands round 
the bowls in which their soup .is 
served. There are old men with an 
incongruous preference for the 
bread pudding with custard, which 
is one of the staple dishes of the 
house. The dining rooms are also 
a favourite,eating-place for hawkers, 
dealers and street musicians. 


The place is run by George 
Hutchinson, a young man, who 
wears glasses, and a brown overall 
coat. At one time he used to be 
assistant to a chemist, but gave it 
up to work in the diningroom, — 

Gas rationing was a blow to him. 
Up till then the cooking was done 
on two large gas stoves, with a big 
hot plate on the side. Now he 
has only one gas stove, and a ram- 
shackle battery of auxiliaries heated 
by turf. The vast iron pots have 
a tendency to overlap these meagre 
foundations. 

The threepenny dinner consists of 
beef, cabbage and potatoes. For 
fivepence you get a larger help- 
ing. The second course yesterday 
was semolina pudding—a large 
bowl for threepence. The diners 
finish off with coffee at a penny a 
cup, or twopence for a large mug. 

At one time tea used to be served 
both at breakfast and dinner, but it 
had to be so heavily watered to 
make it go round that Hutchinson 
decided to keep the whole ration 
for breakfast, and make one good 
cup for each customer. Everybody 
seems to be satisfied with this 
arrangement. 


Question of Cutlery 


There is one unfortunate matter. 
The diners have to bring their own 
knives and forks. Or, if they like, 
they can deposit sixpence for the 
use of a spoon. No other system 
will keep the diningrooms in cutlery. 
In the same way the crockery is 
stamped “Meath Street Dinin 
Rooms.” Even this is not foolproof. 

But, despite these troubles, 
Hutchinson retains an affection for 
his regular customers, particularly 
the older ones. He says: “As we 
can only seat sixty at a time we try 
to move out the ones that have 
finished; otherwise they'd sit here 
from twelve until three o’clock. It’s 
warm in here, you know, with all 
the stoves going; but we do let some 
of the older people stay on.” 

To serve the five hundred guests 
there is a staff of six. The worst 
part of the job is cleaning up after 
each meal. The walls. are white- 
tiled; there are red tiles on the floor 
but the diners have an abstracted 
way of dealing with food that they 
do not wish to eat, and have a ten- 
dency to spread it around. 

But sheer hard work has kept the 
place very clean. The tables have 
the peculiarly translucent look of 
well-scrubbed wood.
